WILL CANADIAN LANDOWNERS
HAVE TO BECOME CITIZENS?

Alllance people who chance to own
land in Canada have found reason
for worry In the discussion in the
Dominion and England to the effect
that after the war every lahd owner
must be a resident and citizen of the
Dominion. It is the idea of states-
men in Capada that there should be
no dependents on Dominion farmers.
They wish all the land to be worked
and every man a producer for him-
self, family and country., Whether
or not the government will reim-
burse for igners who own land in
Canada i8 not hpown. It ig under-
stood that one of the causes of the
proposed move on the part of the
Canadian government was the exo-
dus of the German farmers from the
Dominion at the beginning of the
European war. The Germans, it is
pointed out, are now using the
wealth accumulated In Canada to
help their fatherland, to which they
have returned, in the fight against
the country of their adoption. Cana-
dian statesmen intend that this situ-
ation shall not be repeated and so it
may be made a law that land owners
of the future must be full-fledged
citizens.
